And then rhou ſhalt be bleſſed, thou ſhalt 
be truly and greatly happy; for theſe cannot recompence 
thee, thou art not likely to have thy Rewaid from theſe, 
in this Life: But thou ſhalt be rccompenc'd, thou ſhalc be 
ſure of a much better Reward, in the Life to come, at 
the Ri.ſurrection of the Juſt, at the great Day of Recom- 
pencc, when thuſe who have done any, even the very 
leaſt, Offices of Charity to their poor Brethren, ſha 
in 0 wiſe loſe (Mat.
